A still more serious matter If possible than that 


of 0111= is the payment of rent in Paris. The last 
two quarters were, by authorization of ihe govern- 
ment, lett nnoaia, and a tnird one will, bv tne end 
or the present inoutb, b,j due. The great majorirr 
of tiie Parisians, naviiig sustaiueu serious losses in 
cousonuence of tue war and of the siege, are 
wituous funds; but

Whit says Prince Bismarck ? In the outset 


he expresses his appreciation of the good 
sense nnd consistency of tho people of tho 
tTuitcd States during the late war. 
He is 


satisfied with oar neutrality, notwiths'anaing 
our prompt recognition of ths French republic 
of 
Gambetta 
and Company, 
and 
the 


shipment

munitions of war to Fraice, annanim? to 
millions of dollars in value. 
Oa the other 


hand, as wo know from the protestations of 
the Prussian Minister at London to Birl Graa- 
ville, Prince Bismarck has not been satisSed 
with tha peculiar neutrality of Eagland. In a 
talk with a HERALD representative tne ex- 
Emperor Napoleon at Wilhelmshohe, on the 
eve of his departure for Ejgland, indulged ia 
a little pleasantry oa "the cornucopia" of 
blessings showered upon the new German 
empire by General Grant, and Prince Bis- 
marck, perhaps, may ba under the InSuence 
of tbis cornucopia. It is enough, however, 
that in our relations to France aad Germany 
in this gigantic war he cordially endorses tha 
"good sense and consistency of the people of 
the United States." 


He does not regard this insurgent usurpa- 


t'oaandits anned and defiant occupation of 
Paris as possessing that degree of importance 
generally supposed. The public mind of Ger- 
many seems to be occupied in this matter only 
upon two points—firs*, as to the possible 
detention- of the German troops in France, 
and, secondly, upon the reflection that the 
sarage atrocities of tbe Paris '-reds" furnish 
the proof that the German estimate of the 
population of Paris is nearer the truth "than 
that of neutrals, who consider Paris the centre 


to the Puris Insurgents. Now, if still In 
doubt, let him be assured from tho NEW Yoitic 
HitKALD Unit Germany, if called upon, will 
help him with her uruiy In tho restoration of 
law and order ; for wo huvo no doubt of tho 
substantial truth of our commiSd'ioner'a re- 
port.

EEKAM advices from Liverpool inform me that a 


destructive flre occurred to-day la the town of Gars- 
ton, on the Mersey, by which sixty persons have 
been rendered homeless. They aro poor people of 
tho laboring class, most of them Invlng-bcen em- 
ployed in tlic extensive salt worts whicn are con- 
ducted ia Garston.
